The undersigned is informed and believes that: 

COUNT 1 

On or about February 17, 2018, in the County of Santa Clara, State of California, the crime of DRIVING 
WHEN LICENSE SUSPENDED OR REVOKED FOR DUI CONVICTION, in violation of VEHICLE 
CODE SECTION 14601.2(a), a Misdemeanor, was committed by GUSTAVO ALVAREZ who did 
drive a motor vehicle at a time when his/her driving privilege was suspended and revoked for a 
conviction of a violation of Vehicle Code sections 23152 and 23153, and when he/she had knowledge of 
the suspension and revocation. 


It is further alleged that within five years prior to the commission of the offense charged above, on or 
about April 9, 2013, the defendant committed a violation of Vehicle Code section 14601.2, and was 
convicted of that offense in the California Superior Court, Santa Clara County (B1365680). 

COUNT 2 

On or about February 17, 2018, in the County of Santa Clara, State of California, the crime of 
RESISTING, DELAYING, OBSTRUCTING AN OFFICER, in violation of PENAL CODE SECTION 
148(a)(1), a Misdemeanor, was committed by GUSTAVO ALVAREZ who did willfully resist, delay 
and obstruct a(n) peace officer in the discharge and attempt to discharge a duty of his/her office and 
employment. 




COUNT 3 

On or about February 17, 2018, in the County of Santa Clara, State of California, the crime of 
POSSESSION OF CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE PARAPHERNALIA, in violation of HEALTH & 
SAFETY CODE SECTION 11364, a Misdemeanor, was committed by GUSTAVO ALVAREZ who did 
possess an opium pipe and a device, contrivance, instrument, and paraphernalia used for unlawfully 
injecting and smoking a controlled substance. 


COUNT 4 

On or about February 17, 2018, in the County of Santa Clara, State of California, the crime of 
APPROPRIATION OF LOST PROPERTY, in violation of PENAL CODE SECTION 485-488, a 
Misdemeanor, was committed by GUSTAVO ALVAREZ who did , having found lost property, 
passport, insurance card, check, under circumstances which gave him/her knowledge of and means of 
inquiry as to the true owner,, did appropriate the property to his/her own use and to the use of another 
person not entitled to it, without first making reasonable and just efforts to find the owner and to restore 
the property to him/her. 

With respect to defendant GUSTAVO ALVAREZ, the District Attorney hereby notifies you that he has 
reviewed his files and official records of the Department of Justice of the State of California and is 
satisfied that the defendant is not eligible for Deferred Entry of Judgment under the provisions of section 
1000(a) of the Penal Code of the State of California for the following reason: Defendant's current 
offense includes a crime of violence or threatened violence. 


DISCOVERY REQUEST 

Pursuant to Penal Code sections 1054 through 1054.7, the People request that, within 15 days, the 
defendant and/or his/her attorney disclose: (A) The names and addresses of persons, other than the 
defendant, he/she intends to call as witnesses at trial, together with any relevant written or recorded 
statements of those persons, or reports of the statements of those persons, including any reports or 
statements of experts made in connection with the case, and including the results of physical or mental 
examinations, scientific tests, experiments, or comparisons which the defendant intends to offer in 
evidence at the trial; (B) Any real evidence which the defendant intends to offer in evidence at the 
trial. This request is a continuing request, to cover not only all such material currently in existence, but 
all material which comes into existence to the conclusion of this case. 



Further, attached and incorporated by reference are official reports and documents of a law enforcement 
agency which the complainant believes establish probable cause for the pretrial restraint of defendant 
GUSTAVO ALVAREZ, for the above-listed crimes. 

Complainant therefore requests that the defendant(s) be dealt with according to law.

10 A vehicle was seen driving on the 600 block of Los Robles Street. Officer saw the suspect, 

11 Gustavo ALVAREZALVAREZ, exit the vehicle through the driver’s side door after parking in 

12 front of his home. ALVAREZALVAREZ was told by officers that he was detained and to exit 

13 his residence. ALVAREZALVAREZ resisted, delayed, and obstructed police by remaining 

14 inside his home. Police made entry into ALVAREZALVAREZ’s residence and took him into 

15 custody. A search incident to arrest revealed a methamphetamine pipe. The suspect displayed 

16 the objective signs and symptoms of being under the influence of a controlled substance- CNS 

17 stimulant. An inventory search prior to a tow of ALVAREZALVAREZ’s vehicle resulted in lost 

18 or stolen property that did not belong to ALVAREZALVAREZ. ALVAREZALVAREZ made 

19 no attempts to return the property to the owners. ALVAREZALVAREZ refused three attempts 

20 to give a sample of his blood and again became uncooperative with police. The suspect, Gustavo 

21 ALVAREZALVAREZ, was booked into the Santa Clara County Main Jail for the on-view 

22 charges of PC 148(a)(1), CVC 14601.2(a), H&S 11364(a), H&S 11550, PC 485, andCVC 

23 23152(e).

25 INVESTIGATION 

26 

27 I am currently assigned to the Field Services Division within the Palo Alto Police Department. 

28 

29 On 17 FEB 18,1 was working in full police uniform driving a marked PAPD vehicle. At 

30 approximately 2223 hours, I observed a vehicle (CA license #5SEK815) driving west on the 600 

31 block of Los Robles Avenue. I recognized this vehicle from prior police contacts with the 

32 suspect, Gustavo ALVAREZALVAREZ, in particular the style and color of the vehicle, as well 

33 as the distinct stickers on the rear of the vehicle. From prior police contacts, I knew that 

34 AlvarezAlvarez had a suspended driver’s license. I also know that ALVAREZALVAREZ was 

35 cited and released for driving with a suspended license by Officer Johnson on 26 JAN 18 

36 (PAPD#18-0525)(See attached). I conducted a records check of the vehicle on my patrol 

37 vehicle’s Mobile Data Terminal (MDT), and I observed that there was a release of liability 

38 registered to ALVAREZALVAREZ. I followed the vehicle into 3980 El Camino Real, where 

39 ALVAREZALVAREZ resides. 

40 

41 I observed that the vehicle pulled into space #33, and ALVAREZALVAREZ exited the driver’s 

42 side door. I immediately called out his name, and he acknowledged me. I advised him that he 

43 was detained because I had reasonable suspicion that his license was suspended. I told him 

44 several times that he was detained, and he needed to come with me to my patrol vehicle. 

45 ALVAREZALVAREZ became verbally aggressive and walked into his home, located at 3980 El 

46 Camino Real, Space #33.

I called for additional units due to do ALVAREZALVAREZ being verbally aggressive and 
running away into his home. Ofc Hubbard, Ofc Johnson, Agt DeStefano, and Sgt Benitez 
responded and arrived on scene. 

ALVAREZALVAREZ then opened his front door and continued to be verbally aggressive from 
his front door. Agt DeStefano and I continued to tell ALVAREZALVAREZ multiple times that 
he needed to exit his residence and walk to my patrol vehicle. ALVAREZALVAREZ then 
yelled at officers something similar to “Fuck you. Come get me.” As Ofc Hubbard, Agt 
DeStefano, Sgt Benitez, and I approached ALVAREZALVAREZ, he slammed the front door. 

Sgt Benitez kicked the front door in order to prevent ALVAREZALVAREZ ‘s escape and take 
him into custody. (See Sgt Benitez’s supplement for further information.) At approximately 
2232 hours, ALVAREZALVAREZ was then taken into custody. PAPD Dispatch confirmed that 
ALVAREZALVAREZ ‘s driver’s license was still suspended. 

During a search incident to arrest, I located inside ALVAREZALVAREZ ‘s front right pants 
pocket a glass pipe with a bulbous end containing a white crystalline substance and scorch marks 
on the bottom. Bases on my training and experience, the pipe is consistent with what is used to 
smoke methamphetamine. Ofc Johnson further assisted me by towing ALVAREZALVAREZ’s 
vehicle. (See supplement report) 

I transported ALVAREZALVAREZ to PAPD AIB. At approximately 2249 hours, I advised 
ALVAREZALVAREZ of his Miranda rights from my PAPD issued Miranda Card. 
ALVAREZALVAREZ responded “Yes” to each Miranda statement. ALVAREZALVAREZ 
gave an implied waiver by proceeding to answer my questions. I showed 
ALVAREZALVAREZ the methamphetamine pipe that I located inside his pocket and 
ALVAREZALVAREZ provided the following statement in summary: 

Statement of (S) Gustavo ALVAREZALVAREZ 

ALVAREZALVAREZ confirmed that the methamphetamine pipe was his by stating, 
“That is mine.” ALVAREZALVAREZ stated that he did recognize me from past police 
contacts and saw the police car. ALVAREZALVAREZ stated that he was unsure if he 
heard the specific word detained. ALVAREZALVAREZ confirmed that he heard police 
officers giving him commands to exit his residence, but refused because he was tired of 
getting tickets. 
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1 ALVAREZALVAREZ let me conduct a few Drug Abuse Recognition tests to see if he was also 

2 under the influence of a controlled substance. 

3 

4 Horizontal Gaze Nystagmus 

5 

6 Horizontal Gaze Nystagmus was not present in ALVAREZALVAREZ’s eyes. He had 

7 smooth pursuit in both his left and right eye. 

8 

9 Vertical Gaze Nystagmus 

10 

11 Vertical Gaze Nystagmus was not present in both eyes. 

12 

13 Lack of Convergence 

14 

15 ALVAREZALVAREZ’s eyes were able to converge. 

16 

17 Pulse 

18 

19 At approximately 2301 hours, ALVAREZALVAREZ’s pulse was 120 BPM. At 

20 approximately 2315 hours, ALVAREZALVAREZ pulse was 110 BPM. At 

21 approximately 0011 hours on 18 Feb 18, ALVAREZALVAREZ pulse was 116 BPM. 

22 

23 Modified Romberg 

24 

25 ALVAREZALVAREZ displayed rapid eye lid tremors. He estimated 30 seconds to be 

26 17 actual seconds according to my timer on my phone. 

27 

28 Pupil Size 

29 

30 ALVAREZALVAREZ’s pupils were approximately 4.0 mm in size. 

31 

32 Pupillary Reaction to Direct Light 

33 

34 Both his pupils displayed a slow reaction to direct light. 

35 

36 Based on the objective signs and symptoms, I believe that ALVAREZALVAREZ was under the 

37 influence of a CNS stimulant- methamphetamine. At approximately 2315 hours, I read 

38 ALVAREZALVAREZ the H&S 11550(a) admonition. After reading ALVAREZALVAREZ the 

39 admonition, I asked ALVAREZALVAREZ if he understood what I had read and he said, “Yes.” 

40 When I asked if he would submit to a blood test, he said, “I refuse the blood test.” 

41 

42 At approximately 2317 hours, I read ALVAREZALVAREZ the H&S 11550(a) admonition 

43 again. After reading ALVAREZALVAREZ the admonition, I asked ALVAREZALVAREZ if 

44 he understood what I had read and he said, “I understand everything.” When I asked if he 

45 would submit to a blood test, he said, “No!” 
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Ofc Johnson later informed me that while performing an inventory search of ALVAREZALVAREZ’s 
vehicle, he found items that did not belong to ALVAREZALVAREZ. (See Ofc Johnson’s 
supplement for further information.)

I then asked ALVAREZALVAREZ about the paperwork that I located i nside his pant’s 
pocketdunneasearch incident to arrest. The paperwork belonged to 
and ALVAREZALVAREZ said he had no idea, and might have found 

the paperwon^^ood Will. 


At this time, ALVAREZALVAREZ became again verbally aggressive and uncooperative 
with the investigation. ALVAREZALVAREZ said something similar to “I’m tired. Just 
take me to jail already.” 


At approximately 0026 hours, I asked ALVAREZALVAREZ for a third time if he was willing to 
provide a blood sample. ALVAREZALVAREZ was adamant that he was unwilling to provide a 
blood sample. 

Based on the objective signs and symptoms displayed by ALVAREZALVAREZ, the statements 
of the suspect, and the totality of the circumstance, I had probable cause to arrest 
ALVAREZALVAREZ for resisting, delaying, and obstructing a peace officer, driving with a 
suspended license, possession of a methamphetamine pipe, being under the influence of a CNS 
stimulant- methamphetamine, misappropriation of lost or stolen property, and driving under the 
influence of drugs- methamphetamine. 


I then transported and booked ALVAREZALVAREZ into the Santa Clara County Main Jail for 
PC 148(a)(1), CVC 14601.2(a), H&S 11364(a), H&S 11550, PC 485, and CVC 23152(e).

3 INVESTIGATION 

4 

5 On 2-17-18 at approximately 2230 hours I arrived at 3980 El Camino Real Space #33 after 

6 hearing on the police radio that a known driver with a suspended driver’s license had defied 

7 police orders after stopping and parking his car and fled into his mobile home. It should be 

8 noted that I am one of the night time sergeants and I was in full uniform and driving a fully 

9 marked patrol vehicle #5260. As I was driving to the scene, I heard on the police radio that the 

10 suspect (Gustavo Alvarez) had opened the front door to his mobile home, taunted police with 

11 “come and get me” and then closed the door. Upon my arrival, the front door of the mobile 

12 home was closed and Agent DeStefano was giving clear and loud verbal orders for Alvarez to 

13 open his door and exit his house. Agent DeStefano was standing approximately 10 feet from the 

14 front door while giving his orders. 

15 

16 Within a short period of time I saw Alvarez (who I also know from prior law enforcement 

17 contacts) open the front door with an older man standing behind him. While standing in the open 

18 doorway, Alvarez was acting like a juvenile while sarcastically calling out, “come and get me, 

19 come and get me”. The older man standing behind Alvarez was motioning with his arms for us 

20 to leave. At this point Agent DeStefano and I started walking towards the front door to 

21 apprehend Alvarez since officers had two on-view charges against him; driving on a suspended 

22 license and now resisting officers. As we walked toward the front door Alvarez suddenly 

23 stepped back inside and shut the door. As I approached the front door I could hear the locking 

24 mechanism being turned. I tried to turn the door knob with my hand but noticed it was locked. 

25 At this point I told Agent DeStefano that I was going to kick the door open. 

26 

27 While standing on the stairs leading to the front door, I kicked the front door a bit too low and 

28 the door did not open. I then repositioned myself on the stairs and kicked a second time, this 

29 time higher on the door. This time the door sprung open as the door jamb splintered. When the 

30 front door opened Alvarez was standing next to it and he seemed surprised that his front door 

31 had been kicked it open. I then used my right hand and grabbed Alvarez at the front of his shirt 

32 and physically pulled him outside. His vehicle was parked directly in front of the short set of 

33 stairs that led to his front door so Agent DeStefano and I put Alvarez on the hood of his car 

34 where he was handcuffed. No other force was used on Alvarez.

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INVESTIGATION 

On 02/17/2018,1 was assigned to the Field Services Division and working team 5B. At 
approximately 2223 hours, I responded to the area of 3980 El Camino Real Space 33 in response 
to a request from Officer Conde for assistance regarding a traffic enforcement stop. I responded 
to the scene in a fully marked police vehicle (5232) and in a department issued uniform. While I 
responded to the scene, my patrol vehicle’s Mobile Audio and Visual (MAV) system activated. 
As I arrived on scene, I was assigned a perimeter position on the back of space 33 until the 
suspect, Gustavo Alvarezalvarez, was taken into custody. 

I assisted Officer Conde in his investigation by completing a CHP 180 to tow Alvarezalvarez’s 
vehicle (5SEK.815). I conducted an inventory search of Alvarezalvarez’s vehicle, and while 
doing so, I located a small piece of paper that was poking out from behind a side panel of the 
center radio cluster of the vehicle. Upon removin^h^ieceo^aDe^ron^ehin^h^anel, I 
observed was a to the order I 

thought that this was odd, as it did not have Alvarezalvarez’s name on it, so I collected it as 
possible stolen property. Agent DeStcfano alerted me to the glove box where he began to 
conduc^rynventory search and pulled out a AAA member insurance card in the name of 
and a Republic of Indonesia Passport belonging to a 
Agent DeStefano handed me the insurance card and passport, and I collected it for 
later processing. I also observed Agent DeStefano locate a fake $100 bill that was marked for 
motion picture use only, and was located in a backpack located in the front passenger 
compartmentof Alvarezalvarez’s vehicle. Agent DeStefano handed me the fake $100 bill and I 
collected it for later processing. 

A continued search of Alvarezalvarez’s vehicle yielded a black laptop wedged between the front 
passenger seat and the center console. I observed that it was a newer looking Samsung laptop 
and had a “Chrome” brand badge on the front of it. I asked PAPD communications to conduct a 
records check on the serial number of it, and they advised me that it was clear. Based on the 
laptop appearing new and expensive, I collected the laptop for safekeeping and brought it back to 
the PAPD AIB along with the other evidence I collected, and met with Officer Conde. I provided 
Officer Conde with the found items and he proceeded with questioning Alvarezalvarez about the 
items. I also assisted him with booking them into a PAPD evidence locker for evidence. Officer 
Conde advised me that Alvarezalvarez had been Mirandized. I began asking Alvarezalvarez 
about the laptop I located in his vehicle, and under Miranda, Alvarezalvarez stated the following 
in summary while he was in AIB: 

Statement of Suspect Gustavo Alvarezalvarez 

Alvarezalvarez stated that the laptop was not his, but belonged to a friend. Alvarezalvarez 
was unable to provid e contact informa tion for the owner of the laptop a nd was only able 
to provide a name of ^^mj^^^Alvarezalvarez stated that he met ^^|inSan 
Francisco the night prior and met at a club, thenwentto a friend’s house with | 
Alvarezalvarez then left b efore tr ying to return ^^^^belongings back to hirn^na 
Alvarezalvarez stated that^lHknew that Alvarezalvarez had his laptop even though 
Alvarezalvarez had not spoken to him at any time from when he left until now. He later 
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1 changed his statement and stated that he had in fact texted about the laptop. He 

2 also stated that was from Sacramento, and that he was considered a friend because 

3 they had met a fcw times before. 

4 

5 The laptop was determined to be under observation since it did not belong to Alvarezalvarez and 

6 he was unable to provide the password to unlock the laptop. I attempted to locate contact 

7 information for the owner of the check; however, I was unable to locate any current contact 

8 information for the owner of the check. I attempted to call of employment as depicted 

9 by the check, however the phone rang for an extended period of time and I was not able to leave 

10 a voicemail message. 

11 

12 Evidence 

13 

14 I packaged and placed the passport, insurance card, fake S100 bill, and check into a 

15 PAPD evidence locker as evidence. I packaged and placed the laptop as evidence under 

16 observation. I took digital photographs of the items of evidence and uploaded them into 

17 VeriPic. I also packaged and placed three documents that were found by Officer Conde 

18 into a PAPD evidence locker as evidence.
